CLEVELAND (UP) — The 
giant United Electrical Work- 
ers union read itself out of the 
CIO yesterday rather than 
give up its pro-Communist pol- 
icies and a committee of top 
right-wing CIO leaders voted 
10 hours later to expel the 


union from the national CIO. 
But right-wing leaders were 
predicting their local unions would 
vote to remain in the CIO. 

In Pittsburgh, Stanley Glass, 





































recording secretary of UE Local 
601, said his 13,500 members at 
Westinghouse Electric Corpora- 
tion would vote to remain in the 
big union. 

FIGHT TO FINISH 

President Frank Kriss of Local 
801, Schenectady, N. Y., said his 
local of 14,300 members would 
fight “to the finish’ to stay in the 
parent organization. 

And in Syracuse, N. Y., leaders 
of three UE locals, with a total 
membership of approximately 2,- 
800, predicted their men would 
vote to stay with the right-wing- 
ers in the CIO. 

The committee adopted a reso- 
lution proposing outright revoca- 
tion of the Electrical Workers’ 
CIO charter. It also recommended 
expulsion of the smaller left-wing 
Farm Equipment Workers Union. 

The eleventh annual CIO con- 
vention is expected to adopt both 
resolutions today, with little op- 
position. 

The convention, meanwhile, beat 
down stubborn opposition from a 
small but loud battalion of left- 
wing union officers who ‘‘consis- 
tently’ follow the Communist 
party line. 

The convention’s action auto- 
matically expels from the execu- 
tive board officials of,12 left-wing 
CIO unions. 

Officials of the Electrical Work- 
ers Union announced early in the 
day their union would pay no more 
dues to the national CIO “until 
such time as the CIO returns to 
the principles of free, democratic 
industrial unionism.” 


DIRECT SLAP 


This was a direct slap at the na- 
tional CIO, which has ordered all 
CIO national and_ international 
unions to follow CIO policy or 
face the consequences. 

By its action, the UE invited 
expulsion. And the convention’s 
resolutions committee last night 
clinched its ouster from CIO 
councils. 

Walter P. Reuther, president of 
the Auto Workers and chairman 
of the resolutions committee, pre- 
dicted that the convention today 
would charter a new, right-wing 
union to go in and raid the mem- 
bership of the now disaffiliated 
left-wing Electrical Workers. 

The committee, the resolutions 
committee of the CIO’s eleventh 
annual convention, recommended 
that the convention vote to throw 
out immediately, the Electrical 
Workers and the Farm Equipment 
Union. 

The UE read themselves out of 
the CIO earlier yesterday. The 
Farm Equipment Workers merged 
with the United Electrical Work- 
ers last week and their expulsion 
from the parent body was a fore- 
gone conclusion. 

The UE has about 450,000 mem- 
bers and the Farm Equipment 
Workers has about 20,000.
